he Eagles’ worst fear was realized 
when an MRI exam Monday con- 
firmed that quarterback Carson 
Wentz suffered a torn anterior cru- 
ciate ligament in his left knee dur- 
ing Sunday’s 43-35 win over the Los Ange- 


les Rams. 


Wentz will miss the remainder of the sea- 
son and postseason and will require sur- 
gery. Although no timetable was provided, 
the recovery will extend through the offsea- 
son and possibly into next season. Coach

Doug Pederson said 
he was not told of 
any other ligament 
damage in the knee. 

The nightmarish 
news came during 
what has been a 
dreamlike season 
for the Eagles. They 
have the NFLs best 
record at 11-2 and 
now will turn to vet- 
eran backup Nick 
Foles as the starting 
quarterback for the 


final three games of the season and the 


playoffs. 


“The reason we went out to get Nick 


Foles is for reasons like this,”

said. “I’m excited for Nick, obviously. I hate 
it for Carson Wentz. I hate it for the season 
he’s been having. But at the same time, it’s 
been the ‘next man up’ mentality, and that’s

SUBWAY EXPLOSION 


Bomber 
hurts self, 
3 others 
in NYC 


Attempted terror attack on the 
subway, inspired by ISIS, sends 
terrified commuters fleeing 
through a smoky passageway.

NEW YORK — A man inspired by Is- 
lamic State extremists strapped on a 
crude pipe bomb, slipped unnoticed into 
the nation’s busiest subway system and 
set the device off at rush hour Monday 
in a scenario that New York has dreaded 
for years, authorities said. 

In the end, the only serious wounds 
were to the suspect himself, Akayed Ul- 
lah, a 27-year-old Bangladeshi immigrant 
and former cabdriver, authorities said. 
But the attack sent terrified commuters 
fleeing through a smoky passageway, 
and three people suffered headaches and 
ringing ears from the 
first bomb blast in the 
subway in more than 
two decades. 

“This was an at- 
tempted terrorist at- 
tack,” Democratic 
Mayor Bill de Blasio 
told reporters. “Thank 
God the perpetrator 
did not achieve his ul- 
timate goals.” 

The attack near 
Times Square came 
less than two months 
after eight people 
died near the World 
Trade Center in a truck attack that au- 
thorities said was also inspired by the 
Islamic State. 

Law enforcement officials said Ullah 
was inspired by IS but apparently did 
not have any direct contact with the 
group and probably acted alone. Gov. 
Andrew Cuomo said there was no evi- 
dence, so far, of other bombs or a larger 
plot. He said officials were exploring 
whether Ullah had been on authorities’ 
radar, but there was no indication yet 
that he was. 

Cuomo said there was reason to be- 
lieve the attacker looked at bomb-mak- 
ing instructions online.
